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} LYNCHING STATISTICS,

In the curreént issue of the Independent appears
an interesting article by George P, Upton, associate
editor of the Chicago Tribune, on the subject of
Iynehings. Mr. Upton is the recognized authority
on this matter in America, and for 20 years he has
kept a record of all lynchings reported in the news-
papers of the nation.

~ Mr. Upjon's figures show that there have been
2875 lynchings in the United States since 1885, the
enly states in which lynehings have not oceurred
being Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont,
Rhode Island and Utah. In the south 2499 lynchings
ook place; in the west, 302; on the Pacific coast, 63,
and in the east, 11. The most prevalent cause of
Yynching is shown to be murder, and Mr. Upton adds
that, startling as it may seem, murder is the na-
tional crime. His tables assign 73 different reasons
for the commission of the 2875 Iynchings. Of the to-
tal number lynched, 1099 paid the penalty for mur-
der, while 564 were subjected to mob viclence on ae-
eount of rape. The other 1212 Iynchings were com-
mitted for minor offenses, not one of which *‘offered
the slightest justification,”” Mr. Upton says,

The lynching reeord is certainly an appalliing
eme. That 2875 persons should have been killed by
mobs in 19 years seems almost ineredible in this in-
telligent land, and in a measure the condition is a
blot on our national reputation. Bishop Chandler,
of Georgia, avers that “lynching is due to race
Batred, and not to any horror over any particular
erime,”’ but this eonclusion seems scarcely logieal.
R is much more reasonable to suppose that the
ynching record denotes a determination on the part
of lynehers to curtail the eriminal tendeney by mob
methods than a disposition en the part of the lynch-
ers o shed human blood. Bishop Chandler’s asser-
tion s that of a man whose antipathy for mob
wiolence has made him unreasonable.

Everyone will agree that the law should be al-
Jowed to take its course in all matters, and lynehings
are therefore to be deplored. However, we of the
morth have little idea of the feeling of southerners.
I the south the erimes which result in lynchings are
eommitted. Negro criminals, knowing that death
will speedily overtake them, persist in the most fiend-
&h atrocities, in many instances their vietims being
women and children. Drastic measures are neces-
mary, and if the law is ignored by outraged com-
munities it is only because its operation is inadequate
to the oeccasion.

The statistics are so arranged as to make the most
unfavorable showing for the south, and at the first
glance the ordinary student of national conditions
will form an erroneous conclusion. He will put it
down that southerners are inelined to murder.
through the medium of lynehings, when, as a matter
eof fact, lynchings oceur with greater frequency in
the south than elsewhere because the orimes which
might possibly justify mob violenee are most fre-
quent in that section of the country, The lynch-
ing spirit is not the spirit of any particuar section,
and the people of Massachusetts, New Hampshire
Vermont, Rhode Island and Utah would be quite
as prompt as the southerners to take the law in their
ewn hands if rapists and murderers were as numer-
ous in their states. Not infrequently some rapist is
Yynched by a northern mob, and, indeed, it is the
exception when a ravisher is turned over to the
law.

The experience of the nation with colored crim-
finals will not justify the declaration that legal pro-
eedure will stamp out rape. With erime of this
sort no punishment is too severe, And g8 to the
attitude of the south toward the negro, we believe the
people of that section thoroughly understand the
eonditions. Certainly, they ought to, for the negro
is their burden. In point of humanity and intelli-
gence, southerners will average very well with the
best of ns, and there is not the slightest foundation
for the oft-repeated statement that they are indus-
triously secking the lives of colored residents.

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THE TREASURY SITUATION,
The government’s receipts for the month of Sep-
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over expenditures. This is in striking contrast with
the showing for August, when expenditures exeeed.
ed receipts by $6,400,000. The total defleit for the
curent fiscal year, beginning with July 1, amounts
to £17,865.000, whereas on September 1 it amounted
to $23,790,000.

During July and August the government's ex-
penditures are always extremely heavy. This is be-
cause federal appropriations for the new fiseal year
become available on July 1, and for several weeks
thereafter there is an enormous drain on the federal
treasury. This drain is now practically at an end,
and for some time to come—nunless there should be
a marked falling off in customs receipts and internal
tax revenues—the government’s receipts should con-
tinne to show an excess over expenditures. Should
this expectation hold good, Secretary Shaw's fore,
cast last winter of a defieit of only $23,000,000 for
the fiscal year ending June 30 next may not prove
to be far out of the'way. There is a possibility
given improved trade conditions which now seem
probable, that by that date there will be no defieit
whatever, iy

With September's excess of receipts over ex-
penditures the situation of the federal treasury has
materially improved. The available cash balance
now to the eredit of the government is substantially
$151,500,000, over 33,000,000 of which consists of
actual cash in the treasury, the remainder being on
deposit in national banks. This is an encouraging
gain over a month ago, when the available cash in the
treasury had dwindled to almost $25,000,000.

Had it not been, of course, for the $50,000,000
that was paid out last spring on account of the
Panama eanal project, the government’s cash bal-
ance would now be in the mneighborhood of $200,
000,000. There is no likelihood, however, that the
present slender treasury balance will cause any un-
